Responsive to the Office Action of March 25, 2005 please enter the following remarks 
with respect thereto. 


Upon entry of the present amendment claims 1-19 remain in the application. 

In the above identified Office Action the Examiner has requested restriction between the 
invention of Claims 1-13 and Claims 14-19. It is the Examiner's contention that these are 
distinct inventions, the first class of inventions being drawn to a locking mechanism for a sewer 
grate and the second set of claims being drawn to a method of installing a sewer grate on a frame 
assembly. 

Applicant respectfully traverses this restriction requirement and requests the withdrawal 
of same. 

It is respectfully submitted that in order for the Examiner to conduct the requisite full and 
exhaustive search mandated by the rules, that a search of not only the locking mechanism but 
methods of installing would have to be searched. Thus, no new work would be required on the 
part of the Examiner.
